ARE NOT WHETHER THERE ARE URGENT BILATERAL ISSUES

EKLUND HAS NEVER MET SECRETARY OR TO BEST OF OUR KNOWLEDGE EVER 
BEEN RECEIVED AT THAT LEVEL IN USG. HE IS MAD OF USUAL PRIDE AND 
SENSITIVITIES, AND WOULD UNQUESTIONABLY RESPOND WARMLY 
TO SUCH ATTENTION. EKLUND HAS VISITED NUMBER OF 
COUNTRIES AS OFFICIAL GUEST. INCLUDING RECENT TRIP TO 
SOVIET UNION. 

5. IAEA GENERAL CONFERENCE SEPTEMBER 18-24 WILL 
UNANIMOUSLY APPROVE BOARD OF GOVERNORS' RECOMMENDATION 
THAT EKLUND BE RE-ELECTED TO NEW FOUR- YEAR TERM 
BEGINNING DECEMBER 1. US HAS RPIVATELY AND PUBLICLY 
SUPPORTED EKLUND'S RE-ELECTION, AS ONE OF MOST 
EFFECTIVE AND FISCALLY CONSERVATIVE MANAGERS OF AN
